41  About  ten  days  fince  I  fell  in  with  a 
young  Irishman  from  Belfad  who  knew 
you,  he  is  an  officer  in  the  arnW,  and  was 
on  his  way  from  Paris  to  Portugal  with 
his  brigade,  and  fpent  two  days  here,  du- 
ring w.iich  I  le:.rnjd  that  the  invafion  of 
England  will  be  determined  only  by  the 
deliberations  on  the  queltion  of  peace. 
He  fays  the  influential  men  in  the  pre- 
fent French  government  do  not  po fiefs 
the  general  confidence,  and  that  then ex- 
ists at  this  moment  three  very  powerful 
parties,  who  are  kept  from  action  only  oy 
the  sense  of  a  necessity  fir  general  anion 
against  England.

A  few  days  ago,  the  cabiido,  or  council, 
of  this  city,  petitioned  the  governor,  at 
the  requelt  of  the  French  and  Spanifh 
phy'icians,  to  prevent  two  Americans 
from  praclifing  here;  one  of  them  is  a 
doctor  Zerban,  a  young  gentleman  of 
great  (kill,  who  has  for  ten  years  pall 

V  ty-jctifed  with  great  fuccefs  and  appro- 
bation in  th'i3  pl.ice  ;  the  other  a  young 
fltotleman  from  Virginia",  of  the  name  of 
Flood,  of  equal  talents,  but  has  not  had 
more  than  two  or  three  years  experience 
in  this  place.  The  governor  has  thought 
proper  to  forbid  their  attending  the  fick  ; 
and  furthermore,  orders  that  all  who  do 
not  fend  for  the  French  and  SpaHilh  phy- 
fieians,  be  fent  to  the  hofpital — a  jrlace 
from  whence,  I  believe,  not  one  Ameri- 
can or  Englishman  out  of  hundreds  who 
have  been  forced  by  necefiity  to  take  re 
fuge  there,  have  come  out  alive.  Doc 
tors  Zerban  and  Flood  (till  continue  to 
alliit  their  countrymen  in  a  clandelline 
manner  ;  but  we  fear  fome  defperate 
meafurcs  may  be  taken  to  prevent  them, 
which  will  be  attended  with  the  moftdif- 

'.  trefling  eonfequences  to  the  poor  Ameri- 
can ttrangers  here,  who  receive  no  kind 
of>  hofpitality  nor  attention  from  the  peo- 
ple :  and  I  dare  venture  to  fay  that  of 
the  poorer  clafs  of  Americans  who  come 
here  at  this  feafon,  out  of  an  hundred, 
there  wiH  not  efcape  ten.  The  French 
and  Spaniards,  independent  of  their  an- 
tipathy and  dillike  to  us,  and  the  want  of 
mtdical  knowledge  in  the  mod  of  them, 
have  not  the  faculty  of  Converting  with  a 
ftranger,  and  therefore  do  not  acquire  fo 
perfect  a  knowledge  of  tha  lunation  of 
theirpatient,  though  they  underdood  him; 
nor  are  they  fo  attentive,  which  is  a 
great' point  in  a  difeafe  like  the  prevail- 
ing yellowsteve'r."

The  capture  of  Belgrade,  the  bulwark 
of  the  Turkifh  empire  in  Europe,  by  a 
corps  of  Janiflaries,  commanded  by  offi- 
cers in  the  fervice  of  Paflwan  Oglou,  has 
produced  the  greatest  fenfation  at  Vien- 
na. Paffwan  Oglou  has  it  now  in  his 
power  to  threaten  the  capital  of  Turkey. 
It  is  mentioned,  as  a  pofitive  fact,  that 
the  emperor  of  Germany,  by  virtue  of  a 
fecret  article  in  the  treaty  of  Lune- 
ville,  has  promifed  not  to  take  any  mea- 
fures  to  dop  or  hinder  the  progrefs  of 
the  Pacha  of  Widdcn,  as  long  as  the  lat- 
ter (hall  continue  to  obferve  the  laws  of 
good  neighbourhood,  and  abltain  from 
moleding  the  Aultriat.  fubjetts,  whether 
Greeks  or  Chriftians. 

The  report  of  xVIenou  having  furren- 
dered  is  certainly  untrue  ;  equally  fo  is 
the  news'of  a  fally  from  Alexandria,  in 
which  the  French' lod  700  men.

Gonfalvo,  who  was  lieutenant-general 

to  the  celebrated  Spanlfh  general,  the 

marquis  of  Spinola,  and  governor  ot  Mi- 
lan, in  1624,  intending  to  take  poffemon 

ofa  little  walled  v.llage  in  the  Palatinate, 

called  Ogerlheim,  difpatched  an  officer, 

at  the  head  of  fome  troops,  upon  that  er- 
rand.   On  the  firft  alarm,  nine  tenths,  o. 

the  inhabitants  removed  to  Manheim, 

leaving  behind  them  about  twenty  infigm- 

fijant  people,  and  a  poor  fhepherd,  who, 

befide  being  a  brave  fellow  was  a  man  ol 

humor.    The  fhepherd  in  good  time  fttt- 

ened  the  gates,  let  down  the  draw-bridge 

and  made  a  wonderful  fhew  of  refinance. 

A  trumpeter  fummoned  the  village  in 

form,  upon  w'ncli  the  few  inhabitants  that 

Temui.iedmade  their  efcape  througha  pol- 

tern  gate,  and  left  only  the  fhepherd,  and 

fhepherdek,  big  with  child.  This  unac- 
countable peafant,  in  the  ftile  ot  a  repre- 

fentative  of  a  garrifon,  gave  audience 

from  the  walls  to  the  military  herald,  and 

made  his  terms  of  capitulation,  inch  by 

inch,  ftipulating  at  the  fame  time,  for  the 

prefer  vation  of  the  Hate,  and  the  free  ex- 

ercife  of  the  Proleftant  religion.  Ima- 
gine therefore,  what  muft  be  the  furprife 

Z(  the  Spaniards,  when  they  entered  the 

village,  and  found  him  and  his  wife  only 

in  it!    Yet  the  droll  peafant  preferved 

the  mufcles  of  his  countenance  inflexible  ; 

and,  fome  weeks  afterwards,  when  his 

wife  lay  in  he  delired  the  great  Gonfalvo 
\  to  be  godfather  ;  which  honor  the  pom- 
Vp-ms  Spaniard,  for  the  jeft's  lake,  could 

not  decline,  but,  on  the  contrary,  fent  her 

fome  very  handfome  prefents.  This  ac- 
count '.hi  hiilorian  ( M.  Spanbeim,  Hist. 

'de  PRUSl.  Palat.)  fays,  might  appear  a 

little  romantic  to  pofterity,  if  the  noto- 
riety of  it  had  not  been  a  circumftance  in-
